Slate Board's Figure* Are Higher This 
Year By Many Than 
Last 

Louisville, Ky. ( Oct. 23. — if deaths 
In Kentucky aro as numerous during 
the second Blx months of the calendar 
year 1922 ag they were during tho 
months from Jnnunry through June, 
the stule'B death rate will be material- 
ly higher than It was in 1921, J. F. 
Illackcrby, director of tho State Hoard 
of Health s Durcau of Vital statistics, 
announced here today. 

Tho death rate for tho flint six 
months of this calendar year was 11.2, 
which Ib an Increase of 10 per cent, 
from tho 101 rate for 1911. This rate 
of Incroase probably will bo maintain- 
ed throughout the entire year, Mr. 
illackcrby said. 

Deaths from Influenza, he added, 
contributed most of the general in- 
crenso. there being 892 deaths from 
this 'cause, as against 177 for tho eamo 
period* in 1921 and 263 for that entire 
year. 

•The Increase in the Influcnia death 
rate." Mr. Dlackery added, "Ib gener- 
ally attributed to the fact that the 
period of immunization of those vac- 
elntatod during tho epidemic of 1918 
and 1919 has oxplred."

State Board of Health Says 
■tMt in Epidemic 
Over Slate — Urge* 
Precaution. 

Loulsvlllo, Ky., Oct. 23. — The state 
board of health has iBBued a procla- 
mation calling attention to the preval- 
ence of diphtheria in the state and 
urging prccuatlong to prevent Its 
spread. The proclamation, iBSuod from 
the office here, follows: 

"Acting under the responsibility and 
authority imposed upon it by law, the 
stato board of health of Kcn'tucky 
hereby callB tho attentlou of the fath- 
ers and mothers and school authori- 
ties in the state to the existence of 
diphtheria in epidemic form in many 
sections of the state. Repeated warn* 
Inge that this would occur have not 
been hoeded. Parents aro urged to Iso- 
late promptly all children with sore 
throats until seen by their family phy- 
sician; teachers are resuested to send 
home from school all children having 
soro throats, with a note to the par 
enta urging that they he Immediately 
Boen by their family physician; phy 
sicians are requested to have on hand 
an adequate supply of antitoxin and 
to administer at least 10,000 units in 
each case soon as Boon aa possible. 

"Antitoxin may be secured at 
duced wholesale prices from this 
board or from the depots established 
in each county In tho state. County 
tourds of health aro requested to ar 
ange for an adequate supply of antl 
oxln for use with the Indigent at the 
expense of each county. 

Parents with children are urged to 
confer with their family physicians 
and have their children tested, and, if 
necessary, immunized against dlph- 
lolria bo as to avoid this danger. 
Tliore were 652 children who died In 
1921 with thiB disease. These deaths 
wore wholly unnecessary and ought 
not to have occurred, and would not 
if proper attention had been paid to 
the cases. The law requires that no 
child be released from quarantine un- 
til ita throat has been found free from 
gcrniB by a recognized laboratory. 
Most of these deaths were due to vio- 
lation of this law and the courts of 
the stato are requested to enforce it."

Frenchmen, Says Frailer Hunt 
In Hearst's Interna, 
tlonal. 

France is the home of the home still. 
In 1920, there were nearly two mil- 
lion homo stills operating busily. One 
for every 23 people. 

In the year before the war. more 
than three million acres of the best 
lands of France were in vineyards. 

In the five year period of 1905-oft 
(only pre-war statistics have any 
value at present) France was by a 59 
per cent margin the biggest user of 
alcoholic beverages in the world. 

During the same time, she had a sa- 
loon for every 20 families. In some 
districts, there is, roughly Bpeaklng a 
bar to every ten families. In the big 
Industrial city of Rouen, there is one 
bar to ^very sixty people and on one 
street there are 150 houses and 75 
drinking places. 

These are a few of the astonishing 
figures Frazler Hunt cites in the No- 
vember issue of Hearst's International 
Magadine In the second of his series 
of special articles on "Tbe World War 
on Booie." 

The popular idea of France aa a 
land of moderate drinking, he flouts 
as one of the "national myths" with i 
which every country Is well provided. 

"It would be almost impossible in 
Overestimate the hold that grape- i 
growing and wine-making have on the 
very life and Imagination of the great 
majority of French people," Mr. Hunt 
writes. "Fully four million are in one 
way or another connected at some 
season with the trade. 

"There can be no doubt that millions 
of litres of spirits are distilled and 
surrepUously sold without payinfl any 
government tax or without being fig- 
ured in the statistics." 

"It is around this spirit-distilling 
an ddrinking that the temperance fight 
in France is centering," the writer
